The~n otice local n ews dealers hav e 
receiv ed say s that Hearst’s Chicago 
American is the prin cipal factor in 
the scheme an d that W. R. Hearst, 
wdio poses in his papers as the en emy 
of tru sts is himself gu ilty of try in g to 
form this tru st an d thu s get back 
some mon ey spen t on politics. 
The 
n otice con clu des with the followin g 
sign ifican t appeal: “ This is a case 
where all n ews dealers ehou ld stan d 
together 
an d 
oppose 
the common 
en emy , H earst’s’Chicago American .” 
With the price at $5.00 per hu n dred 
it wou ld be n ecessary for the n ews 
dealers to charge 7 or 8 cen ts for the 
Su n day papers in order to make an y 
profit.

Harris furtfer 
testified, ho wev er, that he had o nly 
heard o f the weapo ns and had no t seen 
them.

Mukden, May 18 .—It Is anno unced 
here that the main bo dy o f the J ap­ 
a nese fo rce is adv ancing o n Haicheng 
(abo ut ten miles so utheast o f New 
Chwang) and Kalping (Kaicho u, abo ut 
thirty -fiv e miles so uth o f New Chwang) 
and that a smaller fo rce is marching 
In the directio n o f Liao Yang. 
Im­ 
po rtant dev elo pments are pro bable. 


Lo ndo n, May 18 .—No further news 
has reached Lo ndo n thro wing light 
upo n 
the 
appearance 
o f 
J apanese 
tro o ps no rtheast o f Mukden o r indicat­ 
ing by what ro ute they reached that 
po int so unex pectedly . 
The J apanese 
are so successful in hiding their mo v e­ 
ments that it is o nly po ssible to guess 
at them fro m the v ague indicatio ns in 
Russian o fficial dispatches. Acco rding 
to a Tien Tsin co rrespo ndent General 
Kuro patkin has left fo r Harbin, Vice­ 
ro y Alex ieff still being at Liao Yang 
with 20,000 tro o ps. 
A questio n greatly discussed In the 
Lo ndo n papers to day is whether Gen­ 
eral Kuro patkin has succeeded in a s­ 
certaining 
that 
the 
J apanese 
are 
threatening his rear so near the Muk­ 
den line and has been enabled to begin 
a retreat, o r w’hether he has elected to 
fight 
In any case It is co nsidered that 
any day may bring news o f a great 
battle in this district as the transpo rt 
difficulties are believ ed to be so great 
as to make It almo st impo ssible fo r 
General Kuro patkin to effect a rapid 
retirement. 
Indefinite repo rts co ntinue to reach 
Lo ndo n o f J apanese bo mbardment o f 
Po rt Arthur and Dalny . 
The repo rt 
that General Kuro patkfn’s aggregate 
fo rces fo r the impending battle do no t 
ex ceed 
100,000 men has been co n­ 
firmed. 
Shanghai dispatches repo rt that the 
Chinese are greatly gratified at the 
J apanese inv itatio n to the Tartar v ice­ 
ro y o f Mukden to re-establish the ad­ 
ministratio n o f Antung and induce Chi­ 
nese traders to return and resume bus­ 
iness. 
A co rrespo ndent at Shan Hal Kwan, 
cabling under date o f May 17 . say s that 
the J apanese tro o ps landed at Kal 
Chau bo th Sunday and Mo nday , meet­ 
ing with o ppo sitio n. 
A New Chwang 
co rrespo ndent cabling under date o f 
May 17 , say s: 
“ The J apanese with a 
large fleet o f transpo rts and warships, 
appeared at Kai Chau y esterday mo rn­ 
ing and o pened a terrific bo mbardment 
against the sho re defenses, which were 
silenced by 4 o ’clo ck in the afterno o n, 
the Russians retreating to Tashi Chao . 
The J apanese tro o ps landed and are 
to day adv ancing rapidly , o utflanking 
Tashl Chao and New Chwang.*' 


R U S S I A N S G A V E U P 


Lack 
of 
Opposition 
Gave 
Japanese 


Great Advantage. 
St. Petersburg, May 18 .—Adv ices re­ 
ceiv ed by the general staff sho w that 
the J apanese are practically masters 
o f all o f the so uthern end o f Liao Tung 
peninsula, sav e Po rt Arthur and the 
territo ry 
co mmanded 
by 
its 
guns. 
This result, so p r o m p tly bro ught abo ut, 
is due to the failure o f the Russians 
to make o ppo sitio n o f any co nsequence 
to the J apanese adv ance. 
A member o f the general staff said 
that the remo v al o f the guns fro m the 
fo rtificatio ns erected f-t King Chau and 
the co nstructio n o f Po rt Dalny were 
primarily fo r the purpo se o f co ncen­ 
trating the entire Russian fo rce at 
Po rt Arthur. 
If the men and guns 
were scattered the effect wo uld hav e 
been to distribute the means o f the de­ 
fense o f the fo rtresses o v er a numbr 
o f po ints strategically weak. 
The de­ 
structio n o f Dalny was the result o f 


b o sudden determinatio n, but was due 
to the pro bability that a fo rce attempt­ 
ing to ho ld this place co uld be sepa­ 
rated fro m Po rt Arthur and captured, 
thus inflicting further lo ss o f prestige 
to the Russians, which co uld no t be 
permitted at this time. 
To defend the 
who le o f the so uthern end o f the Liao 
Tung peninsula it wo uld hav e been 
necessary to hav e an army equal to 
that which the J apanese co uld hav e 
landed. 
The weakness o f the Manchurian 
army , said this o fficer, left o nly o ne 
co urse to pursue, namely that o f mo b­ 
ilizing sufficient tro o ps at Po rt Arthur 
to ho ld it until relief came,

Springfield, 111., May 18.—The dead­ 
lock in the Republican state conven­ 
tion continues. 
Balloting was resum­ 
ed this morning at 11 o’clock, with no 
sign of a compromise in sight. Follow­ 
ing the 38th ballot last night the con­ 
vention took a recess until this morn­ 
ing. 
The vote on this ballot was as 
follows: 
Yates, 490; Lowden, 393H; 
Deneen, 441*6; Hamlin, 113; Warner, 
37; Sherman, 2; Pierce, 25. 
During the afternoon an effort was 
made to have Mr. Lowden get out of 
the race, and suggestions along this 
line were made to him by a large num­ 
ber of those who have been friendly 
to him. He was tola that it was now 
evident that the Yates people would 
not, under any circumstances, give 
him enough votes to bring about his 
nomination. 
The more loyal of Low- 
den’s people refused to listen to this 
talk and they urged their candidate to 
stand firm. 
They argued that he was 
the only one of the anti-Yates candi­ 
dates who had shown any considerable 
amount of outside strength, and that 
there was no reason for him to quit. 
An attempt to combine the anti- 
Yates delegates on Warner was futile 
for the reason that Hamlin and Sher­ 
man refused to discuss it and Deneen 
laughed at the proposition.

Roosevelt protesting against the activ­ 
ity of the federal employes in behalf 
of Lowden. 
Older heads in the dele­ 
gation pointed out that this would be 
suicidal, as Deneen might want the 
assistance of the federal influence 
later, and the message was not sent.

Chairman Goodrich and Secretary 
Sime have about straightened out the 
vexatious tangle over the application 
of the “excess vote rule” in electing 
delegates in the joint legislative dis­ 
tricts. The purpose of the rule, as be­ 
fore stated by your correspondent, is 
to equalize matters so that the minori­ 
ty counties will be able to name the 
candidate where the majority county 
has one or more. The rule has worked 
very well where there was a minority 
county, although the party workers in 
some places have grumbled. The trou­ 
ble arose principally in the joint dis­ 
tricts, where all of the counties had 
representatives. 
This was especially 
true of the “shoe-string” district of 
Miami, Howard, Huntington, Grant 
and Wabash counties. 
Each has one 
or more representatives. 
The appli­ 
cation of the new rule would have 
worked a hardship in a number of 
places. Elam Neal of Jonesboro, Elev­ 
enth district chairman, has been here 
conferring with Chairman Goodrich 
and Secretary Sims, and the decision 
was reached to nominate as in former 
years if all the county chairmen agree. 
Neal has issued a call for a meeting 
of the county chairmen 
at Marion 
Thursday afternoon at which the mat­ 
ter will be decided. The decision may 
be regarded as a precedent for other 
counties. Secretary Sims is now work­ 
ing on the vote of all the districts for 
the purpose of giving to the public just 
what each county is entitled to. 


A S TA TE OF W AR 


Now Offic ia lly Ex is ts Be twe e n Gre a t 


Brita in a nd Tibe t. 
London, May 18.—Lord Hardwicke, 
under secretary for war, replying to 
Lord Spencer (the Liberal leader), Jn 
the house of lords, said Great Britain 
was now at war with Tibet, and until 
she had by force of arms vindicated 
her position, he did not think the gov­ 
ernment ought to be called on to give 
a definite pledge as to what form of 
settlement would follow the conclusion 
of hostilities. 
Lord Tweedmouth (Liberal) charged 
the government with willfully sending 
out a mission and knowing the conse­ 
quences. Foreign Minister Lansdowne 
replied. He said the government hav­ 
ing deliberately adopted an announced 
policy, it was not likely that it would 
be driven from there because the mis­ 
sion had been attacked by a “few rabid 
barbarians in regions adjoining the In­ 
dian frontier. 


It has been definitely decided that 
unless there is some unexpected neces­ 
sity for a meeting here that the Indi­ 
ana delegates *to the Republican na­ 
tional convention will not get together 
until they reach Chicago. It has been 
the custom, however, for the delegates 
to meet here and to decide on a policy 
and to organize, and there is consid­ 
erable speculation as to why the old 
plan was abandoned. 
It Is rumored 
that the meeting has been indefinitely 
postponed because a number of so- 
called leaders were bent on “smoking 
out” Senator Fairbanks on the ques­ 
tion of whether or not he will accept 
the nomination for vice president or 
be a receptive candidate. The senator 
has preserved & dignified ceurse in the 
matter, and his close friends do not 
propose that he shall be annoyed, and 
it is hinted that they have had some­ 
thing to do with the postponement of 
the meeting. It is rumored that either 
Senator Beveridge or Chairman Good­ 
rich will be made chairman of the del­ 
egation. 
The latter is ready to look 
after Senator Fairbanks’ interests to 
any extent that is demanded.

In my w anderings 
around I m et 
one of the calvary boys on the B ridge 
of Spain. 
He proposed we take a 
w alk dow n 
Calle, C hino, (C hinese 
stiee t) I gladly accepted his guidance, 
and we were soon going dow n a — 
w ell, I w ill leave it to your im agina­ 
tio n ; but don’t im agine it to be a n y­ 
thin g like C hinatow n in San F ra n ­ 
cisco, for that tow n has reached the 
clim ax of civilization, com pared w ith 
this d irty oriental place. 
H ere the 
side w alks are about 18 inches wide. 
The roofs of the bulidings m eet the 
tops of the door fram es ; no window s 
are to be seen, and the doors are just 
high enough to adm it the lowT stature 
of the ir native custom ers. 
We took 
the m iddle of 
the street. 
T hrough 
the doors 
we could see C hinam en 
perched upon a counter w ith their 
legs draw n up under them in true 
oriental 
fashion, 
sm oking a long­ 
stem m ed opium pipe. 
They look con­ 
tented and no doubt are saying to 
them selves tha t 
the m an who said 
“ L ife is one long sw eet dream ” was a 
truo 
philosopher. 
My friend said 
tha t if I w ould take the liberty to 
look behind the counter, I w ould prob­ 
ably see a half dozen or m ore chinks 
enjoying the clim ate 
of an opium 
heaven. 
A lthough we took the m iddle of the 
street we were not afraid of being run 
oyer by any electric cars or autom o­ 
biles, for here locom otion becomes an 
a rt and the big aw kw ard caribou is 
selected to do this very a rtistic work, 
for w inch he is fully qualified accord­ 
ing to all local requirem ents. 
He is 
to the P hilippino w hat the horse is to 
the A rab, 
or the dog to the hunter. 
He is about the only beast of burden 
in the P hilippine islands and the only 
one tha t can stand the clim ate and 
work. 
The average life of an A m eri­ 
can horse over her is thirty m onths. 
One thin g tha t strikes the A m erican 
v isitor over here, as being m ysterious­ 
ly peculiar, is the laziness of both 
native and Chinese store keepers, and 
the ill atten tio n they give their cus­ 
tomers. 
Of course, an A m erican com m ands 
a trifle m ore respect and atten tio n 
than anybody else for he has the rep­ 
utatio n of being “ m uy rico ” but even 
then I have taken it as an insult, 
thin k in g he did not not w ant my 
trade. 
I rem em ber m y first experi­ 
ence in a Chinese store in Caliao. 
As 
I stepped in, a half dozen C hinks were 
in the room, indulging in some very 
load vocal exercises. 
As I entered 
they all gave me a stoical stare as 
though regarding me as being a very 
interesting 
n atio n ality but beyond 
that their interest was nothing, for 
they quickly resum ed their talking. 
They w ere all sittin g on the counter 
sm oking their dope, 
as snual, w ith 
the exception of one, who had ele­ 
vated him self to a very prom inent po­ 
sition on a shelf behind the counter. 
I w ondered w hy one of them did not 
approach 
me and inquire into my 
w ants. 
A nd then it suddenly occurred 
to me tha t perhaps none of them could 
speak E nglish. 
W alking up to the 
nearest one I said : 
“ Say, John, do 
you speak E nglish?” “ Yes, I shepleak 
’em very 
shm all, ” 
he 
answ ered. 
“ Then I w ould like to buy a pocket 
knife nf yo u.” 
‘‘Oh, yis, one ducho 
ono,” he said, and comm enced jerk in g 
some bananas off a shelf. 
*N‘n, no, I 
protested, but for the life of me I 
could 
not m ake 
him 
understand. 
Then lie handed me a C hinese-Engish 
dictionary, and said “ yon looky” . 
I 
took the book and looking all through 
it the nearest I could come to pocket 
knife w'as table knife and pointed out 
the word to him . 
He looked a t the 
C hinese character opposite the word 
and said ‘‘oh yis, me savay” and d e­ 
parted into a back room, and then re ­ 
turned w ith a ]>air of chop sticks. 
I 
solem nly shook m y head ami w alked 
out. saying to m yself that I w ould 
never patronize another Chink. 
B ut 
I have had to on 
several occasions 
since, or do w itho ut w hat I w anted. 
D uring our stroll that afternoon, 
m y com rade fixed his eyes on a sign. 
“ Casa de C afe” , 
“ L e t’s go in and 
have a d rin k ,” he said, “ it w ill do us 
good after this long walk. ” 
A lthough 
l rig htly translated it to m ean “ house 
of coffee” and thought it m ight be a 
trick to avoid suspicion by the police, 
so objected on the ground tha t I was 
not a d rin k in g m an. 
B ut he assured 
me tha t coffee and nothing but coffee 
was sold on the inside. 
We entered 
the hut. 
The proprietor, a M estizo, 
w ith liis w ife and several children, 
were squatted around a huge wooden 
dish filled w ith rice, and the rapid 
m anner in w hich they m ade it disap­ 
pear was w onderful to behold.

S aints have you in their keeping, 
Seniors” said the M estizo, as we e n ­ 
tered.
